subject m atter is less im portant 
than the way it’s “handled.” 
Both 
the English picture and 
“The Scarlet Empress,” which was 
previewed recently, take liberties 
with history, although oddly enough 
the Hollywood version hews closer 
to the line. 
Unlike previous Dietrich films di­ 
rected by Von Sternberg, this one in 
a measure subordinates the star. 
The production is lavishly mounted 
and sustains a flow of motion which 
makes of “The Scarlet Empress’ 
genuine “moving’’ picture. 
Russian Intrigue 
The story takes the German prin­ 
cess, Sophia Frederica, from inno­ 
cent girlhood into the intrigues of 
the Russian court, where marriage 
to the half-wit Grand Duke Peter 
and disappointment in true love is 
made to turn her mind to the ac­ 
cumulation of j»ower. The film ends 
with Sophia Frederica on the im ­ 
perial throne—Catherine the Great. 
Long close-ups of Miss Dietrich, 
once a distinguishing mark of her 
films as directed by Von Sternberg, 
are considerably fewer in this one, 
and the pace of the picture profits 
thereby. 
Memorable for “eye ap­ 
peal” is the spectacle of the m ar­ 
riage of Catherine and Peter amid 
the solemnity and color of the east­ 
ern church. 
Standouts in the supporting cast 
include Sam JafTe, stage actor who 
already is being besieged with of­ 
fers to portray other deranged char­ 
acters like Peter; Louise Dressier as 
a 
term agant 
Empress 
Elizabeth; 
John Lodge as Catherine’s suitor 
and Gavin Gordon as Gregory G r­ 
iot!, Dei lover and military leader. 
C e llin i's E x p lo its 
Equally colorful is another new 
costume film. “Tile Affairs of Cel­ 
lini.” based on the exploits—some of 
them — of the fabulous Benvenuto 
, Cellini, famous Florentine sculptor 
j and goldsmith. 
Previewers gave first honors for 
performance to Frank Morgan. 
Morgan, billed beneath Frcdric 
March and Constance Bennett, por­ 
trays the same role he had on the 
stage, tile duke of Florence, whip* 
Miss Bennett is the duchess, and 
M arch as Cellini, is the headstrong, 
boastful pawn between them.

Washington—If 
the

brated Wirt incident, more famil­ 
iarly known in Washington as “the 
dinner party across the Potomac,” 
is to be set down as a closed inci­ 
dent it won’t be the fault of a 
young, black-haired, earnest Re­ 
publican from Kansas. 
Rep. Harold McGugin. of Coffee­ 
ville. who learned his law at the 
Inns of Court in London and who 
got his first opportunity at big-time 
investigating in the Wirt case, did 
everything in his power to make the 
affair a cause celebre. 
It was the 41-year-old Kansan 
who took it upon himself as one of 
the two minority members of the 
committee to see th at the demo­ 
crats didnt pull any 
fast ones. 
Lehlbach, of New Jersey, a member 
of the house for some 16 years 
longer than his fellow republican, 
occupied a back scat compared with 
McGugin. 
It was evident from the start that 
he would muff 
no opportunities 
which came his way. 
As a result he was almost contin­ 
ually at odds with Bulwinkle, of 
North 
Carolina, 
chairman, 
and 
O'Connor, of New York, ranking 
democrat on the committee, 
It seemed at times as if he would 
come to blows with the latter. Mc­ 
Gugin never quite forgave O’Connor 
for accusing him on the floor of the 
house of inserting a speech in the 
Congressional Record without per­ 
mission. 
It was later shown that permis­ 
sion for the insertion was given; 
O’Connor withdrew the accusation, 
but the incident still rankled with 
McGugin. 
The next day they clashed in the 
committee hearing and for a time 
it seemed as if only the broad shoul­ 
ders and huge gavel of Bulwinkle 
kept them apart. 
As it was, the hearing was almost 
.disrupted and the chairm an had to 
admonish McGugin to observe “the 
rules of common decency.” 
Nothing, on or off the floor of the 
house, daunted him. 
One member of the house figured 


out how much the Wirt investiga­ 
tion had cost and placed the amount 
at between $15,000 and $20,000. 
He 
faced McGugin with his findings on 
the floor one day when he requested 
permission to discuss the Wirt case. 
“I want to make sure the people 
will get their money’s worth,” Mc­ 
Gugin retorted. 
This was the attitude he displayed 
all the way through the investiga­ 
tion. 
Others may forget “the din­ 
ner party across the Potomac” and 
everything connected with it. but 
the impression here is that it will 
be some time before the gentleman 
from Kansas permits those within 
range of his voice to forget.
